Wood and Woodhead 
withdrew from the firm after a few years or operationand 
in 1920 Horan sold the Antioch News to Homer B. Gaston, . 
the present publisher. The. News has grown from its

Month in Europe whets the appetite for travel

Tod and Carol Maplethorpe and their daughter Ruth-, 
recently returned from a one month's tour of Eurqpe. 

They did the trip jointly with Mrs. Maplethorpe's 
brother and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. William Bean. 

As with anyone's first discovery of Europe, the trip left 
Ihem -with vivid images, warm memories, new 
.■knowledge, great excitement ... and of course whetted 
appetites to returnthere and see,and experience more. 

THEIR APPROACH to the trip was both courageous ' 
and creative. Rather than book up with a tour group, the ! 
Maplethorpes and party chose to organize the trip on their 
own. 

They rented. cars, took trains, read-maps, found their— 
own accommodations, and dealt with different curren- 
cies, foods and languages. " 

This left them with an enormous feeling of satisfaction 
rand^-ccrt^irr^ense-of"pride"at'having"i^de^aa^nfly — 
gotten the trip together and at having made it work. 

The Maplethorpes' trip began with a drive to New York

, IN MADRIp, the party rented a car and drove to 
Toledo, a town typically Moorish in appearance, located 
approximately 44 miles from-Madrid. Here. they saw 
craftsmen perpetuating Jheir ancient, exacting crafts in 
the small quaint shops of Toledo's winding, cobbled 
streets. 



From. Toledo, they drove east to Valencia and then 
north to Barcelona, where they spent a fair amount of 
time. They saw the National Palace, Barcelona's 
immense, gorgeous cathedral, and took a trip to nearby r 
Montserrat, where a funicular ride into the mountains 
provided them with a spectacular view of the Pyranees. 

Mrs. Maplethorpe's knowledge of Spanish definitely 
helped them in Spain ...and inevitably provided her with a 
great feeling of pleasure in her ability to put her fluency of 
the language.to good use. 
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FIRST STOP across the Atlantic was Madrid, Spain, of 
keen interest to Mrs. Maplethorpe, a Spanish. teacher at 
A'ntibch High'Sehool.

The 
Prado is widely acknowledged as one of the greatest art 
collections anywhere in the world. While jt houses many 
works of the Italian and Flemish masters, it is most 
acclaimed for its rich and treasured collection of Spanish 
,mastcrs, especially Goya, Valazquez, Murillo ^and El 
Greco. 

Mrs. Maplet horpe expressed feelings of awe, wonder 
and incredulity at seeing the masterpieces of these great 
geniuses. As she aptly pojnted out. it's one thing, to see a

WHILE MOSQUITO BITES In this area are relatively 
harmless, in other areas^ of the world, they bring 
widespread illness and often death. 

They are the cariers of. malaria, filariasis,yellow fever, 
and dengue. No other group of insects is responsible for-so 
much human sickness as the mosquito. Malaria alone is 
responsible for more deaths each year than any other 
disease transmitted by arthropods. 

DAVID LIVINGSTONE, Africa's daring explorer. and 
missionary of the 19th century, was one of the first to 
suggest that the malarial disease was transmitted by 
mosquitoes. 

Later, it was. scientifically confirmed that the female of 
I he Anopheles species draws up tlie malarial parasite as 
she feeds. The parasite enters the gut of the mosquito, 
develops there and eventually passes through the gut wall 
Jo enter the mosquito's blood stream. 

Tlie life of the parasite begins anew when the mosquito 
discharges her saliva into the bloodstream of her next 
animal or. human host.

A::good many; Americans 
are surprised - to~ learn that 
though badminton is simitar 
to tennis, it was not an 
offshoot of it.
